C ouncil B lu f f s , la., Juno 2 0 —Special 
dispatches to the N onpareil give tbe par­ 
ticulars ut a terrible tornado that swept 
through 
tho southeastern part of this 
(Pottawattamie) couuty, last 
evening. 
The cyclone or tornado is described by 
eye witnesses as something terrible. 
The storm or wind clouds were first ob 
served forming both east and west of 
Wheeler’s Grove, the point where the most 
destruction occurred, and in a short time 
came together. The clouJ, which was co* 
meal lo shape, came to the ground near the 
Grove traveling eastward. The 
track 
ot the storm was about half a mile la width 
and swept everything before it, demolish­ 
ing (arm houses, barns, aod other build­ 
ings, aod carrying some of them bodily for 
hundreds of feet, then dashing them to the 
ground in pieces. 
At one place a farmer's house surround­ 
ed Dy a frail fence, mss piched up and 
then dashed to pieces in the yard, leaving 
every board of the fence remaining in 
their place. 
There were from fifteen to twenty per­ 
sons killed outright, and 
many weie 
wounded, while others cannot be found. 
The scenes, atter the storm bad spent its 
fury,, are described as 
heartrending in 
the extreme. 
Parents were looking lor 
children, husbands tor their wives, and 
wives for their husbands. Not a house in 
the track of the tornado was felt standing, 
and 
there could not be found pieces 
enough of some to start a tire with 
The storm did hot last fifteen minute J, 
and was not accompanied by ram. 
Tna 
like of the storm has never occurred in 
this part of Iowa before. 
Doctors trom 
this city, Iied.Oak, and other pern's, have 
gone to the scene of the disaster, and many 
citizens from Red Oak, ten miles distant, 
have gone to assist in taking care of the 
lDjured and to bury the dead. There is no 
railway or telegraph facilities to the scene 
of the disaster, 
and 
reports are rather 
meagre as yet. It is thought the storm 
struck other points, but not with so great 
force as at Wueefer’s Grove.

A short time ago he partially concluded to 
do so, but becoming acquainted with the 
young girl above referred to, he gave up 
the idea altogether. {Sheldon’s dress and 
appearar.ee has of late years improved, 
although he is a wretched-lookmg object 
yet.

pose. He Is intelligent, and reads a great 
deal. The book he most lovas Is the Bible, 
which he has read through many times, 
and most of which he has committed to 
memory. He has had many hairbreadth 
escapes. A few years ago his cave was 
surrounded bv the forest fires, and the old 
man came near being roasted alive, lie 
once fell from the uppermost branches ol 
a huge chestnut tree, breaking several ribs 
and otherwise crippling him, and he has 
been frequently lound in his cave in a 
freezing condition. That he will eventu­ 
ally be found dead there is almost certain.

The Janesville Guards have been given 
the first prize rn tho competitive drill in 
Milwaukee. They have not only been 
given it, but they have won it, fairly and 
squarely, and the decision is not only that 
of the judges but also cl th© thousands 
who watched their drill. 
The drill took place Wednesday atter- 
njoD. The grounds were in miserable 
C mditicn, being muddy, and spotted with 
holes where sod had been removed. Mil­ 
waukee mud 19 the worst kind of mud, 
and .the mud 
at 
this 
reunion 
was 
the 
worst 
kind 
of 
Milwaukee 
mud. It stuck closer than a brother. It 
gummed, it slipped, it rolled up in small 
reservations, which clung to the soles of 
the boots—bat the ground wa9 alike for 
all. 
There was a j tm of people to witness the 
drill, aod it was almost impossible to keep 
them tram breaking the hollow square, of 
which the veterans served as line fences. 
The conditions of the drill were that the 
companies to compete should have not 
lees than 32 men in line exclusive of com­ 
missioned odicers, all to be actual members 
of the organization and so certified on 
honor.

The prizes were : for the best drilled 
company $300 ; second best $300 ; third 
best $130; and fourth best $30. Ten 
companies to enter. 
There was considerable talk about the 
Chicago Cadets. This company seemed 
to be the favorite on the start, and Mil­ 
waukee sentiment was strongly in favor 
of these boys. They arose early Wednes­ 
day morning aud from five o'clock to eight 
o'clock were drilling in preparation for ^ 
capturing the prize. Many watched their 
excellent 
work, 
and were certain 
that they could win the prize. For a while 
there wai a lune c msternation among the 
National Guard. 
Some of the officers 
weakened, and proposed not to drill against 
these boys, but Captain Smith told them 
tLat as for the Janesville Guards they had 
come to drill, and drill they would. This 
revived the flagging courage of the weak­ 
ened ones, and to this bold stand of the 
Janesville Guard was largely due the fact 
that the drill took place at all. There was 
soma protest against the cadets on the 
ground that the drill was only for com­ 
panies regularly organized in the service of 
the State, but they were admitted to the 
competition. 
The feeling was strong that the Cadets 
would win, but during the forenoon the 
Janesville Guards had a preliminary driU 
and those who watched It, changed their 
judgment quickly, and the later develop­ 
ments of the day showed the wisdom of the 
change.

Tho companies drilled about twenty 
minutes each. The Guards by the quick­ 
ness and accuracy with which they 
through their movements, called forth 
storms of applause, and turned the tide of 
feeling in their favor. If the Guards could 
have heard all the complimentary talk in 
the crowd, it would have made their ears 
tingle, but there was a sufficiently strong 
expression of approval by cheers and 
shouts, to brace them up and make them 
do their best. They moved as one man, 
and that man a lively one. 
The heat was intense, and it was a 
severe ordeal for men not U9ed to such a 
strain. One 
man 
in 
the 
Portage 
company, and one of the Mauston Guards 
I dinted and fell like a log. 
Fortunately 
the Guards went through without a break 
or a mishap of any kind. 
The official decision was deferred until 
yesterday, but of the public opinion there 
could be no mistake, and there was an al­ 
most unanimous prophecy that the Guard! 
would get first money. 
Yesterday after­ 
noon an Apparently well authenticated 
report went the rounds that the Mauston 
Guards had been given the first prize. It 
was heard with mingled surprise and in­ 


dignation on all bands, and proved to be 
untrue. 
The Janesville Guards left tor home last 
evening without knowing the result, but 
on reaching Whitewater, a dispatch was 
received from Lieutenant Glass who re­ 
mained In Milwaukee, stating the Guards 
had been given first prize; the Chicago 
Cadets second; the 
Sheboygan Guards 
third, and the Gappy Guards fourth. The 
excitement at the station when the news 
was received was great. 
The long train 
numbering twenty cars, filled with people, 
shouted and cheered, as the news went 
from lip to lip. There was no let up along 
the line, and when Janesyflle was reached, 
it was found that the glad news bad 
preceded them. At the depot were hun­ 
dreds of people, and as the Guards stepped 
upon 
the platform, there aroee such 
cheering aa is seldom heard here. The 
people were wild with joyous excitement. 
A cannon heralded the news. Fireworks 
were as lavishly used aa the supplies in the 
city would warrant. The crowd escorted 
the Guards to their armory, and kept up 
the jollification until the Guards scattered 
for their respective homes. The news 
came too late to allow due arrangements to 
be made to receive the victors, but the 
spontaneity and honest heartiness of the 
reception spoke the sentiment and feeling 
of this community. 
Some of the companies which were ex­ 
pected to participate in the drill, weakened 
and kept out when the contest came. The 
Like City Guards, of Madison, are said to 
have been drilling nightly for months, bat 
they did not show up. The Oshkosh Com­ 
pany is said to have received instructions 
from home to take the prize or come home 
and disband. They didn’t enter the con­ 
test at all. The companies which did enter 
competed fairly, and even those which 
were not fortunate in winning a prize, 
gained great praise, and showed them­ 
selves “nervy.” The best of feeling ex­ 
ists among the competing companies, and 
tne rivalry has certainly resulted in good 
The honor won by the Guards will be 
appreciated here. 
It is not only an honor 
to them, but is a big feather for the whole 
city, and Janesville will not be backward 
in showing that tney appreciate the way 
in which the Guards 
represent them. 
They haye before this won honors at 
Rockford, Freeport and Chicago, and now 
they cap all with this, the best of all.
